Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


Ladies and Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit herewith my 
second annual report on the schools. | 

During the year a m>st enmmendable campaign for better school 
buildings and equipment has been brought to a successful con- 
clusion. _Ineed not mention in detail what has been done to both 
schools in the way of remodeling and refurnishing. Suffice :t to 
say that both buildings were put into good shape for all purposes 
of excellent schooling. Iam sure a full measure of credit is due 
the community as a whole for the manner in which the project was 
put through. It seems to be the unanimous verdict that the 
money was well spent and that full value, for every dollar expend- 
ed, was received. This movement has resulted already ina de- 
cided improvement in the education of the young people. That 
this will increase as time goes on, no one should doubt. I suggest 
that in the course of a year or two a small room be added to each 
building to serve the purpose of workshop for the boys and as a. 
cook room where the girls may prepare and serve a hot dish or two 
for lunch. During the ensuing year I most emphatically urge one 
further improvement in the matter of heating. A metal jacket 
should be made for each of the stoves with a pipe for a fresh air 
supply and a vent in' the chimney for getting rid of the foul air. 
This scheme for better heating and ventilation is des¢eribed in 
detail in a circular of the state department of publie¢ instruction. 
The scheme is feasible and works admirably, something which 
cannot be said of most of the expensive systems in modern public 
buildings. This outfit was ‘installed in one of the schools in the 
town of Randolph during the past year. The results were entirely 
satisfactory. I consider this school better heated and ventilated 
than any other in the supervisory district. The expense would be 
about $15 per school. 

Medical inspection shows that 60 per cent of school children 
suffer from physical defects which need correction. From what 
I can observe, I judge that it will bea matter of a few years only 
when this valuable feature of public school work will become a 
part of every system, city and rural. A good beginning in the 
work was made this year in the enforcement of the law relating to 
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vaccination. This should be extended to include the examination 
of all children for the various physical defects common to child- 
hood, systematic instruction in hygiene, treatment suggested for 
defectives, periodic examination of water supplies for contam- 
ination, thorough inspection and overhauling of sanitaries, follow- 
ing up of absences due to infectious diseases. 1 believe such. 
health supervision would do much to improve the health of the 
schoo! body, attendance, scholarship and morals. In the event of 
Gorham’s adoption of this measure this year, Shelburne could 
secure the inspection here suggested at a very slight cost. 

The quality of the teaching in our two schools is high. The 
different subjects in the program are admirably taught. We 
studiously avoid fads. Mushroom ‘‘methods’’ and ‘‘systems’’ have 
no place with us. We endeavor to seek out the fundamentals of 
good teaching in all branches and to have these fundamentals in 
evidence in the schoolroom work. On the other hand, methods 
and practices, which have no justification but tradition, must give 
place to something better. The ‘‘deformalization’’ of education 
now going on in the schools of New Hampshire is good. It means. 
instruction much more ‘‘worth while’’ than any we have ever had. 

In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation of the loyalty of 
the teachers, the wise counsel and sympathetic treatment from 
the committee, the good-will of the public and the affection of the 
school children.
